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BUILDING GOAL REMAINS UNCHANGED 

The completion of the Memorial Building is a necessity for the over- 
all program and objectives of Bryan University. There have been delays 
in the past as now, but .with most of the building enclosed and in use, its 
completion is assured. J 

The trustees of the University authorized a mortgage bond issue to 
complete the building, equip it, and refund all outstanding indebtedness. 
The resolution authorizing the deed of trust remains in force, but lacking 
the clear leading of the Spirit, no further step has been taken either in 
executing the deed of trust or in selling the bonds. 

At the suggestion of ihc trustees in I heir annual meeling last June, 
we have had the following immediate objectives: 

1. The minimum of construction, alterations, and other improvements 
required to accommodate this year’s enrollment. 

2. The payment of all outstanding accounts payable accumulated in 
connection with the building program. 

3. The solicitation of gifts to realize these immediate objectives, and a 
substantial amount, in addition, lo he used toward the completion of 
the building. 

4. The borrowing of additional funds from our friends on a short-time 
basis to he used, however, only for the payment of accounts payable and 
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The printing department recently 
received a Mergen thaler Linotype 
machine and a trimming saw as a 
gift to Bryan from a Christian friend. 
The installation of the Linotype is 
also being arranged by the donor. 

Several changes have been made 
in the printing department, to ac- 
commodate the newly acquired 
equipment and to increase the effi- 
ciency of the department. A parti- 
tion separating the press and lino- 
type equipment from the mailing 
division of the department has 
been built, and many of the paper 
and office supplies usually kept in 
the print shop have been centralized 
in a second floor storeroom. 

According to Earl Williamson, 
comptroller, the Linotype will espe- 
cially facilitate work on the News- 
ette and other major printing jobs. 
Formerly copy for these jobs had 
to be set outside the school by com- 
mercial plants. 

John Miesel, George Haherer, and 
Lawrence Schatz, student printers, 
will he operating the machine. Mrs. 
Earl Williamson is supervisor of 
printing and mailing. 


Octagon Rewired; 

Shop Has New Office 

Expansion and i m p r o v ements 
have been the keynotes of the most 
recent advances made on the ad - v 
ministration building. 

During the two-week Christmas 
vacation period, a number of im- 
provement jobs were completed. 

The Octagon dormitory was re- 
wired and a survey was made for 
the steam line to he laid between 
the Octagon and the administration 
building. Heating facilities in the 
dining hall were improved, and in 
the dairy the electrical wiring was 
revamped. 

The maintenance shop was re- 
cently expanded to include a new 
office for Calvin Jaynes, supervisor 
of maintenance and repairs. 

In the girls’ dormitory, work has 
been done on a “fudge kitchen.” 
When it is completed and ready for 
use, the kitchen will serve as a 
place for the girls to pop corn or 
make fudge. The room will also act 
as an agency in preventing acci- 
dents and in eliminating fire haz- 
ards caused by (he use of electrical 
heating units and pop corn poppers 
in the dormitory rooirivS. 

Earlier in the year Ihc Office of 


Public Relations and that of Ihe 
Christian Service Association re- 
ceived a face-lifting. The regis- 
trar’s office, which was made ready 
for use just before the opening of 
school, has also been improved.

As on several occasions before, I 
was almost overcome with a sense 
of God’s goodness in giving me the 
privilege of working with such a 
fine group of young people. I 
thought of the many schools where 
the administration must be con- 
tinually on the alert to keep stu- 
dents from getting out of hand, 
whereas, here at Bryan, student 
leaders can always be depended on 
to promote those activities which 
result in a closer walk with the 
Lord. 

I was not disappointed. The 
“Spiritual Meal” was all that I 
anticipated and more. Prayer and 
fasting came to be much more 
meaningful and purposeful to all of 
us. I am sure God is going to hear 
and answer our prayers. The Lord is 
at work in this place. 

I would rather be president of 
Bryan University than of any other 
college or university in the land.

Pillai Centers Talks 
On Oriental Customs 

During the month of December, 
the chapel services featured a va- 
riety of programs. Special speakers 
included representatives from some 
distinctive types of Christian work 
and service. 

Bishop K. Pillai, Indian represen- 
tative of the Evangelical Missionary 
Society, brought the messages De- 
cember 5 and 6 and spoke to a 
number of classes. A native of India, 
Bishop Pillai, was a high-caste Hin- 
du in his country until he made a 
confession of Christ. The Bible be- 
ing Eastern in its setting, Bishop 
Pillai is seeking to bring a better 
understanding of the Bible through 
the light of Eastern thought and 
way of life. 

Telling of his work among the 
Jewish people, the Rev. Coulson 
Shepherd, founder and director of 
the “Message to Israel” magazine 
and broadcast, spoke December 2. 

Begun 16 years ago, Mr. Shep- 
herd’s work now has a widespread 
approach to the Jews. The broad- 
cast, which is being transmitted 
over 56 radio stations, including 
HCJB in South America and a fairly 
new but powerful station in Manila, 
has an estimated radio audience of 
some 300,000 Jews. This is evidenced 
by weekly requests for New Testa- 
ments which the “Message to Israel” 
offers to any Jewish person who 
promises to read it. The nation of 
Israel itself is hearing the message 
of its Messiah through the medium 
of this work. 

A familiar visitor on Bryan Hill, 
the Rev. Paul Zimmerman, director 
of the Cedine Bible Mission, spoke 
December 9. The mission, which is 
located near Spring City, sends out 
workers each month to 15 colored 
schools in the surrounding counties. 
By memorizing scripture verses, the 
children in these schools can at- 
tend a week of summer camp con- 
ducted by the mission. Last year’s 
sessions had a total enrollment of 
439 boys and girls. 


Sewall Heads Division 
Oi Science Academy 

Kenneth Sewall, a junior at 
Bryan, was elected president; and 
Betty Joy Rankin, also a junior, was 
chosen reporter of the Collegiate 
Division of the Tennessee Academy 
of Science at the academy’s annual 
conference held November 29 at the 
University of Chattanooga. Kenneth 
succeeds John Neelley of Austin 
Peay State College, and Betty Joy 
replaces Barbara Truax of Memphis 
State College. 

The collegiate division is the un- 
dergraduate affiliate of the Tennes- 
see Academy of Science. At the an- 
nual meetings, science students 
from colleges throughout the state 
gather to discuss their views and 
to report their findings in their par- 
ticular fields of scientific interest. 

“The Effect of Some Vitamin- 
Hormone Deficiencies on White 
Rats,” a report submitted by Betty 
Joy, was judged the best of nine 
scientific papers presented at the 
conference. 

Kenneth’s paper, which was also 
highly accredited by on -listening 
college professors, was on the sub- 
ject of fluorescence. His paper was 
highlighted by the demonstration 
of fluorescent phenomena. 

This is the third year that Gamma 
Chi, Bryan's science club, has been 
a member of the academy. Last 
year the delegation presented the 
paper, “Successional Study on Lake 
Chickamauga” at the conference 
held at Austin Peay State College 
November 9 and 10. 


LIBRARY GETS GIFTS, 
INCLUDING HISTORY SET 

In recent months the university 
library has received a number of 
books. Donors of the books were the 
Rev. and Mrs. Melvin Seguine of 
Chicago, and Ernest C. Klein of Erie, 
Pennsylvania. 

Chronicles of America, a history 
set of 50 volumes is among the 
books given by the Seguines. Mr. 
Klein’s gift consisted of such books 
as The Preaching Ministry Today by 
Schloerb, a book which “restates 
and re-examines the functions of 
preaching in our time”; Magnifi- 
cent Delusions by Clark, a book 
concerned with America's security; 
and While You Slept by Flynn, tell- 
ing of “our tragedy in Asia and who 
made it.” 


OFFICE RELEASES 

PROGRESS REPORT 


Following is the summary report 
of progress at Bryan as released by 
the Office of the President recently: 


1. Student enrollment has increased 
each year since the war, more than 
tripling the pre-war figure. The 
present student registration is 270. 


2. Academic standing of the uni- 
versity has been steadily improv- 
ing. In May of 1951 the University 
of Tennessee gave full recognition 
for the four years’ work offered here. 


3. Gift income has increased year 
by year until it is about six times 
as much as sixteen years ago. There 
has been an even greater increase 
in total income. 


4. Net assets invested in buildings 
and equipment have increased each 
year. Accelerated progress in recent 
years brings the net building in- 
vestment to $375,000, three times as 
much as sixteen years ago.

the retirement of bank loans incur- 
red as a result of the building 
program. 

Substantial progress has been 
made on these immediate objectives 
during the last six months. A con- 
siderable reduction has been made 
on the total of all outstanding obli- 
gations. Most of the approximately 
$50,000 in accounts payable out- 
standing on June 1 have been paid. 
Including obligations incurred more 
recently, the total of all accounts 
payable has been reduced to 
around $30,000. 

All of this has been done while 
spending another $3,000 for perma- 
nent construction on the building, 
nearly $2,000 for equipment and an 
additional amount for temporary 
improvements. These accomplish- 
ments have been possible only 
through the patience of our creditors 
and the prayerful sacrifices ol trus- 
tees, alumni, staff members, stu- 
dents, and other friends. 

We are encouraged to believe that 
gifts will he received in 1953 to fin- 
ish the building without further 
borrowing for this purpose. We are 
also assured that outstanding li- 
abilities can then be funded through 
a bond issue, if necessary.
